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EDITORIAL* Who said, thatf- ... Not Mei ' t 

"Ufology is trying to become a science.To do that it; must avoid remaining either 
a cult or a belief.lt must stand upon empirical evidence and not fall by its 
fantasies." That was me... writing at the end of an article for the MIGAP house 
journal "Mersey News".The article arose from an incident which throws up some 
interesting questions of ufological ethics. 

On December 13 I was invited as guest speaker to a meeting arranged by MIGAP 
in Liverpool.The intention was that the four Merseyside groups should meet to 
discuss closer local investigation liaison.Unbeknowns to myself a journalist was 
also invited and I was steared away to a drafty staircase for an interviow 0 Readers 
will be well aware that I am .not the greatest advocate of publicity for our sub¬ 
ject but when placed on a spot likethis one has to do ones best.We had a long chat 
in which I served to state the case for serious ufology and then I promptly forgot 
all about it.Until, some days later,a MIGAP member read me the article (as it was 
published in the LIVERPOOL ECHO) and advised me that some memberes were a "bit 
peeved" (as later demonstrated by their .writings in "Mersey News"). 

The source of their annoyance was threefold.Firstly, they did not like my 
attempt to "play down" the importance of the subject or the understressing of 
possible exotic answers.Secondly, they were not keen on my discourse about the use 
of psychology and sociology in the context of UFO reports,describing them as 
fruitful grounds for.productive exploration.This was despite, my clear statement 
that I was talking here about some UFO cases only (in fact I made clear to the 
.joyrnalist I was taking about CE4 cases); and I added that I thought exploration 
of these topics might well lead to new scientific revealations in the fields. 

Most importantly, however, members were (not suprisimgly) up in arms about the 
following quote (which is a typical media translation of the much longer and less 
emotive description I gave them; although in essence' it says the same thing) 

" Most sightings are rubbish.However sincere the people are who make them.For 
investigators trying to find a genuine UFO is like looking for a needle in a 
haystack". A bit poetic (although rather similar to the dedication I wrote for 
Allen Kynek on a book recently.which he apparantly applauded); and dramatised (as 
usual) by the media.But -I would certainly stand by the spirit of what lam . 
supposed to have said. » ■ 

This is what a couple of MIGAP members thought of this..."JR states all rcpoac-s 
of UFO sightings are rubbish no matter how sincere the witness is..one might 
wonder if she is wasting her time in pursuit of a worthless profession...AND 
"How mn earth anyone in the field of ufology can say all reports of UFO sightings 
are rubbish... is beyond gie.What are you trying to do, put MIGAP into liquidation? 
I’ve spent a couple of hundred pounds in the past 12 months and I thought to. 
myself,is it a waste of time? Will people continue to supply me with information? 

I think you have reduced the odds dramatically..,"' - 

Of course not even the ECHO claim I said all UFOs were rubbish, there is a big 
difference between all and most.It's rather like the story,reminded to me by a 
more sympathetic MIGAP member,of the army given the order "The enemy is growing, 

A long-toothed advancei" transfered along a line of men to the end as "The enemy 
is going, along to a dance" (l) 

Of course I was not trying to. liquify ufologists, and of course I respect their 
endeavours and financial involvement.Without them we would get nowhere.I respect 
too why MIGAP should get angry here (i expect most UFO groups would react in the 
same way) Of course I did not say exactly what I am supposed to have said,though 
that is mot an excuse.But important questions are raised.Since 90 /e of reports are 
rubbish (in the sense of valuable data for unknown phenomena) is it wrong to say 
so? Is it wrong to tell the thruth? Is it wrong to attempt to make ufology a 
serious,respectable subject by discussing psychological and sociological- theories? 
(That does not mean closing ones mind to other possibilities) Does it matter i f a 
few people stop reporting sightings which, in the,main, are aircraft or stars or 
satellites anyway? Don't we already have enough.good, data to work out the answers 
from,if more people started thinking about it? Just where should our priorities 
lie? 

I do not know the answers to these questions, although I have my views,I am 
sure you have yours too and we would like to hear them.So tend them in5 As for 
me.I think I am in the profession I want to be in because I have a passion for 
finding the truth ( whatever that is).This requires many qualities,including 
honesty. It is a fact that 90> of UFO reports are not UFOs.We should never forgot i'

January 1979 it was just another silly session.No doubt the .week after they 
Jiscussed the motion that the moon, was-made out of Cheshire 'cheeseJ 

Well, on December 2, I ,was lucky enough to see it from the inside,thanks to 
the kind invitation of Earl Clancarty to speak to the all-party UFO study groyp. 

This select body,formed after the 1979 debate.,is , x still in its infancy and has made 
no impact as yet.Some doubt-that it ever will,I knew I was following on from just 
two or three other ufologists from all over the world and so therefore felt a 
very considerable responsibility on my shoulders. 

What did I find? Well'the docidery old men were there in abundance (plus a few 
who were suprisingly young and'deciddiy dishy).There was pomp and ceremony galore,'"." 
fancy clothes,processions.archaic language and religious solembity,However.overall 
there was respect.Apd I found to my suprise that the House was a dynamic organism 
which debated important issues and debated them well.I must admit that I now 
accept the reality that there is a place for the doddery old men (and ladies now 
too) in the scheme of the scheme of things. 

My actual talk was to a small group (of 12 to 15) earls,lords and MPs.Most of 
them I found keenly'interested but rather naieve.Afterwards a number of them 
thanked me for what was a frank "cards-on-the-table" discussion of the pros and 
cons of modern ufology."That was the first time anyone has tried to be honest" 
said the Earl of Ilchester, and a newcomer said he was stimulated but not swayed 
either way (which,I told him, was the best position to be in)One grumpy old man 
started mumbling sometjing and then st-ormed out! I felt a little better afterwards 
when I doscovered he had yelled down Antonio Ribera and fallen asleep on Charles 
Boweni The most interesting debate, however, was with Admiral Hill-Norton j)once of 
the Ministry of Defence), who was trying to convince me that there was a major 
cover up that was vast in its extentJJi 

The subject matter of my talk and some of the subsequent reaction deserves an 
article of its own, which I hope to make 'available to the literature,but I did 
try to be uncmotive and unbiased,with intriguing results. 

So I left the corridors of ipower in a,bit of a dreamy state,I found it hard to 

elieve that I had just met a-friendly, sfniling and very pleasant man who just 

18 months before had been our prime minister (our own Jimmy C)j or that I had just 
had tea (and later vodka and lime) with faces with which I'was familiar and namer 

which echoed in my memory.I had much to thank Lord Clancarty for.He had given me 

a day to remember, and his amiable'enthusiasm had helped me through without too 
much nervous tension.I do not know if f.he all-party study group will achieve its 
aims and gain wider recognition for thfe UFC mystery amongst those in power but it 
will certainly have a darn good try.As for me... what next? ... "Yes, your majesty 
... the palace at two...no, I love, corgi's.... where's my diary... let me see ... 
yes, I think I'm free that day..."

MULTI-WITNESS PHENOMENON OVER DERBYSHIRE Case 8C55 August 31 1980 . Level A* ' 

This summary is based on an extensive and well produced 75pp. "report,to ’be housed 
in the UFOIN files.lt was prepared by Peter Ann,Les Hall & Syd Henley of NUFOIS, 

The events concern the ni-^ht of August 31 .(generally between 0C.30 and 00.50).It 
should be recalled that case 8037 (see Nov issue) occurred-just ‘Over an hour 
later in Golborne f Gtr Manchester and concerned multiple witnesses to a spectacula. 
unidentified sighting. 

NUFOIS provide evidence in the report that three separate objects might have beer- 
seen, but the majority of the. observations refer to’ an object mpying SE - NN and 
described as like a hovercraft or a giant airship or a whale .Basically it was a 
large dark oval object which was seen as very low (only a few hundred feet) and 

silent (except for a faint buzzing) and surrounded by a mass of lights, red,giEen 
white and blue. It is this last colour which seems to deny an aircraft identif¬ 
ication since,as NUFOIS discovered,blue lights are not allowed on aircraft.The 
sightings centred on the Ashbourne-Buxton area'of Derbyshire and lasted'about 10 
minutes.it must be noted that this is virtually placing the object on a direct 
flightpath into Manchester airport (25 miles north-west). 

MUFORA have reason to believe that this object might have been a quiet jet on a 
flight into Manchester,although this is probably not provable. 
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The reasons for this stem from data,as yet to be published by the groyp,which 
followed extensive investigation into local air traffic in an effort to explain 
a baffling series of similar sightings in Lancashire,which we had listed as un¬ 
explained for 2 years1 It has recehtly been shown beyond reasonable doubt that 
the primary cause was a very quiet D8-9 jet on a regular night route^performing 
antics that you would think unbelievable for a trained airline pilot (more of that 
anonl) Our investigator actually saw it himself (and the aircraft was so low it 
nearly hit himj) The description he gave (complete with blue lights..which are 
intense white strobe-type lights which look blue) was so similar to the Ashbourne 
object and several other recent unknowns (eg several in the Surrey area on a path 
into Heathrow) that MUFORA are reasonably convinced that their data will provide 
a reasonable explanation to these events. 

It should also be noted that MUFORA.case- 78-214 (see NUN Apr 79) and PARASEARCH 
78-239 (see NUN Sep 79) in Whalley Bridge.Derbyshire, and Holmes Chappel,Cheshire, 
may now be identifiable and should be treated as suspect.Both these sightings are 
extremely similar to the current one (and the Whalley Bridge one is describing the 
same kind of object in the same area moving in the same direction). At the moment’ 
however,we shall keep the UNKNOWN evaluation to the Ashbourne case,as affordedit’ 
by NUFOIS,Investigators may then make up their own minds when MUFORA publishes data. 

TIN-HAT UFO IN LIVERPOOL Case 8048 June 23 1980 Level A MIGAP 

Another tremendous report,magnificently prepared,, which will go on file in the 
UFOIN system,John Morris is the author. 

It concerns the sighting by two'witnesses,Rosalind,(23) and her brother, Wayne, 

( 15 ) who saw an object like two army tineplates stuck together with a row of 
lights and windows in their midst.lt hovered for 2 minutes over waste ground and 
then rose slowly into the sky. 


The 47pp report features everything conceivably relevant,including full witness 
transcripts, full details of all efforts tb’.identify the source and much more. 



The above two reports highlight a marvellous growing trend to produce first-el? 1 zz 
reports.A number of others are awaiting summary in NUN, including a full report, ..ch 
the Cumbrian C34 with physical traces,extremely well investigated by NLUFoXG,ar/l 
now just awaiting final trace analyses.i.opefullymore of this next month.Indeed it 
would pay all investigators to see some of these efforts and compare their work 
with their collagues.A visit to the HQ in Nottingham would not go amiss.
